I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitation  conditions  in  yOur  area  for  1971* 


SEUERAGE 


The  comprehensive  sewage  disposal  scheme  was  started  on  1st  February, 
1971  and  very  good  progress  was  made  throughout  the  year. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  disposal  works  was  ready  to  accept  sewage 
from  the  4 new  Council  houses.  However  a septic  tank  has  been  provided  to 
take  the  sewage  from  the  new  school  at  Cemmaes  Rd.  which  opened  in 
September,  1971*  This  is  only  a temporary  measure. 

About  60$  of  the  scheme  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Hhen 
finally  completed  it  will  serve j- 

Cwmllinau,  Commins  Coch, 

Cemmaes,  Llanwrin, 

Cemmaes  Rd.  Abercegir. 

At  Derwenlas  there  has  been  difficulty  in  aoquiring  a site  for  the 
disposal  works  the  owners  being  unwilling  to  sell  the  land!  The  Consultant 
Engineers  were  asked  to  ascertain  if  this  site  is  the  best  one  and  they  have 
confirmed  that  this  is  so. 

At  Aberhosan  the  main  difficulty  hore  is  agreeing a price  for  the 
land  necessary  for  the  septic  tank. 

A tender  has  been  received  for  a small  scheme  to  serve  Talerddig. 

The  Council  approved  a suggestion  to  provide  a small  sewerage  scheme 
for  Darowen  and  the  district  valuer  was  negotiating  with  the  County  Council 
for  the  necessary  land  for  the  septic  tank. 

The  position  at  Forge  and  Penegoes  remains  the  same  - still  awaiting 
the  improvements  and  extension  to  the  Machynlleth  Urban  District  sewage 
disposal  works.  ~re  have  been  waiting  for  several  years  for  this.

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It  was  proposed  to  build  another  4 bungalows  at  Llanbjryw^ir  and 
7 Trust  eel  and  Uoolaway  have  been  asked  to  submit  plans  and  intimates. 

At  Cemmaes  Rd  works  procoeded  on  the  building  of  10  Council  houses 
and  4 were  completed  and  handed  over  on  14th  December,  1971 . A further  4 
will  be  ready  at  the  end  of  January,  1>72  and  the  other  2 in  February,  1972. 

The  primary  school  was  completed  at  Cemmaes  Hoad  and  opened  in 
September.  Work  was  still  proceeding  on  the  Community  Centre  and  Doctor’s 
Surgery.  When  all  the  building  is  completed  and  the  site  tidied  up,  this 
will  be  a very  pleasant  community. 

The  work  of  improving  the  4 old  Council  houses  at  Penegoes  was 
completed  - i.e.  the  installation  of  a hot  and  cold  water  supply,  bath  and 
w . c . 


The  work  of  improving  the  3 Council  houses  at  Llanwnrin  will  be  carried 
out  in  1972  when  the  new  sewers  can  be  used.

PUBLIC  COITVElTISl'TCES . 


The  price  of  some  land  for  public  conveniences  at  Cemmaes  was  agreed 
with  the  district  valuer.  Planning  permission  was  obtained  from  the  County 
Council  and  a tender  was  accepted.  However  when  an  application  was  made  to 
the  County  Council  for  grant  aid  the  Council  was  informed  that  a contribution 
would  only  bo  made  if  a lay-by  was  provided  as  well. 


REFUGE  DIDPOrJAL. 

Throughout  the  year  discussions  regarding  a centralised  site  for  a 
pulverisation  means  of  refuse  disposal  wont  on  and  a site  was  proposed  at 
Abermule. 

However  this  Authority  continued  to  use  the  tip  at  Commins  Coch  and 
many  complaints  were  received  about  it  from  the  village  of  Commins  Coch 
especially  from  the  17. I# 


A fire  occurred  in  tho  tip  in  the  summer  and  lasted  several  weeks . 
During  this  time  use  was  made  of  the  Urban  District  tip. 

More  land  has  been  aquired  to  extend  the  tip  and  necessary  materials 
for  fencing  the  tip  have  been  obtained.  This  work  has  not  yet  been  done 
due  to  shortage  of  labour. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimate! mid  year  population  was  again  reduced  - by  eome  150 
over  the  year. 

There  were  34  live  births  in  1971  compared  with  24  in  1970“  This 
gives  a rate  of  13.8  per  1,000  population  compared  with  $.2  per  1000  in 
1970.  The  rate  for  Montgomeryshire  was  13. 4 and  for  England  and  '.Tales 
16.0.  Of  these  34  births  15  took  place  outsido  of  the  county,  whereas 
in  1970  12  took  place  at  Bronglais,  Aberystwyth. 

There  were  no  still  births  in  1971  nor  in  1970.  There  were  no 
deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year  of  life  - as  in  1970. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1971  was  30  which  gives  a death  rate 
of  12.2  per  1,000  population  - the  rate  for  Montgomeryshire  being  13.0 
and  for  England  and  bales  11.6.  This  compares  with  42  deaths  in  197°  and 
a rate  of  16. 1 per  1,000, 

Cerebrovascular  disease  accounted  for  7 deaths,  6 of  which  occurred 
after  the  age  of  65  years.  All  forms  of  heart  disease  was  responsible 
for  9 deaths,  7 over  the  age  of  65  years.  8 deaths  were  due  to  various 
forms  of  cancer  6 of  these  being  over  the  age  of  65. 

2 deaths  were  due  to  suicide.  15  of  the  deaths  occurred  after  the 
age  of  75  - 5 men  and  15  women.

SALMONELLOSIS 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
me  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advice  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer's  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm. 


NEFTOUN  U.D. 


One  outbreak  was  notified  on  a farm  within  the  urban  district.  The 
farmer  holds  a milk  dealer's  licence  but  no  raw  milk  is  sold,  it  all  goes 
for  pasteurisation. 


I1ACHYNLLETH  R.D. 

Three  outbreaks  were  notified,  two  on  one  farm  where  there  is  no 
milk  dealer's  licence  and  the  third  on  a farm  with  a licence. 


Nil. TOUT  R.D. 

Pour  outbreaks  notified,  two  with  no  milk  dealer’s  licence  and  two 
with  such  a licence  - all  the  milk  is  pasteurised. 


BRUCELLOSIS. 


Although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease  I became  aware  of  three  cases 
occuring  in  males  ages  37 > 39  and  48  years.  Two  of  these  men  were  farmers, 
but  the  third  had  only  a remote  connection  with  farms  and  gave  no  history  of 
drinking  raw  milk. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


LLAITIILOBS  BOROUGH. 

No  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  1971. 

One  name  -was  removed  from  the  register  - due  to  death  from  other  causes. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  6 names  on  the  register.

ITo  new  cases  were  notified. 

One  man,  notified  in  I967  left  the  town  in  1971.  It  was  also  ascertained 
that  4 other  cases  had  left  the  town  in  the  last  few  years.

A man  of  58,  who  was  notified  elsewhere  and  previously  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  moved  into  the  district.

2.  A male  of  18  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

3.  A female  of  29  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

4.  A boy  of  2 with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

5.  A man  of  48  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

6.  A man  of  68  notified  at  post-mortem  having  died  from  another  condition. 

One  of  these  cases  was  a school  teacher  and  as  a result  the  whole  school, 
children,  teachers,  canteen  staff  and  cleaners  were  investigated  - Mantoux 
tests  being  carried  out  on  the  children  and  the  adult  staff  were  referred  to 
the  clinic  as  contacts  and  X rayed.  Of  the  54  children  who  were  tested  one 
gave  a positive  reaction  and  was  referred  to  the  Chest  Fnysician  for  further 
investigation. 

The  contacts  of  all  the  other  cases  were  interviewed  and  attended  the 
clinic,

4.  A woman  age  71  in  1962  - death  from  other  causes.

V1CC IITAT I OH  AGAIHST  BIALLPOX . 

The  joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  has  reviewed  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  Smallpox  in  Great  Britain 
at  the  present  time  and  during  1971  the  following  advice  was  g&ven  by  this 
Committee s- 

1.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended  as  a 
routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 

2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  world  where  Smallpox  is 
endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in  progress 
should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  came  into  contact  with  patients  should  be 
offered  vaccination  and  regular  re-- vaccination.
